4. Any organized attempt to disrupt the cere- 
monies is most likely to originate from one of 
the three Communist or pro-Communistyparties and 
their fronts. The calm that has prevailed since 
the elections suggests that extreme leftists do 
not want to tangle with the Inter-American Peace 
Force. Vice President Humphrey’s attendance at 
the inauguration greatly adds to the psychological 
importance of the event, however, and could prompt 
extremists to re-evaluate the risks involved in 
an attempt to discredit Balaguer on an internal 
tiona'l ' stage .
